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By W. E. BROCKMANN 
Berlin, Jan. 31 (TP)—T h e as­ 
cendancy of Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler cry stallized today a tense 
and bitter feeling sharply div id­ 
ing the nation. 
Two persons were slain, sev er­ 
al wou nded, and many others 
arrested in clashes throu g hou t 
the Reich within a day after the 
dy namic little National Socialist 
chieftain's reg ime came into ex ­ 
istence. 
Ju bilant Berlin Nazis and Na­ 
tionalists marched 
past Hitler 
and President Pau l v on Hinden- 
bu rg , who is abou t twice as old 
and towers similarly in statu re 
ov er the m an he elev ated, in a 
stirring parade last nig ht before 
g ov ernment headq u arters. 
Bu t 
laboring districts were su llen and 
ag itated 
today 
and 
throng s 
flocked the streets last 
nig ht, 
shou ting their resentment. 
Police applied clu bs freely to

protesting 
crowds. 
One, aiding

A Nazi also was killed.

Socialists themselv es en­ 
g ag ed in fig hts arising from 
Nazi v ictory celebrations.

disciplined Socialists called for

Chancellor Hitler and drastic ac­ 
tion if the constitu tion was v io­ 
lated, bu t they asked for a*’cold- 
blooded reserv e of u nity and de­ 
termination” for a decisiv e show 
down.

Blackbu rn fo r th e English ch am ­ 
pio nsh ip, h e visited th e United 
States. Here, h e met mo st o f th e 
leading players o f th e United 
States, cu lminating with Sh o w- 
alter, fro m wh o m h e wo n th e 
American ch ampio nsh ip. 
Lasker was a t th e acme o f th e 
ch ess wo rld wh en h e su ccessfu lly 
ch allenged and defeated th e vet­ 
eran wo rld ch ampio n Steinitz in 
May o f 189 4. He was also su c­ 
cessfu l in th e Hastings to u rna­ 
ment in 189 3, th e St. Petersbu rg 
to u rnam ent in 189 6, and th e 
to u rnam ents o f Nu rerberg 189 6, 
Lo ndo n 189 9 , and Paris 1800.

Newspaper d ispatches the other d ay to the ef­ 
fect tha t a party of Germ ans were coming to 
America to bu y $5,000,000 worth of American 
food s has cau sed one internationalist to say that 
when these v isitors hear abou t the “bu y Ameri­ 
can” mov ement they are apt to go back home 
em pty hand ed and “bu y G erm an.” 
This is ty pical of the argu m ent pu t forth by 
internationalists to the effect tha t Uncle Sam 
ou ght to spend his money abroad instead of at 
home. The fact is, tha t the “bu y American” was 
the last of the nationalist pu rchasing mov ements 
to be started in the lead ing nations of the world . 
There hav e been “bu y French” and “bu y G er­ 
m an” mov ements in ex istence for a long time. 
And the “bu y B ritish” mov ement of old John 
Bu ll is the most complete and most perfect now 
in ex istence. If y ou d on’t believ e it ju st pick u p 
a British magazine and look ov er the ad v ertising. 
Ev ery civ ilized nation is now attem pting to pro­ 
d u ce at home as mu ch of w hat it consu mes as 
is hu m anly possible. 
It is only in the United States where there is 
mu ch opposition to a “bu y at hom e” mov ement. 
The reason is that we hav e so m any interna­ 
tional financiers and elack ers here who are more 
interested in the welfare of Eu rope, for selfish 
reasons, than they are in the prosperity of the 
United States. 
It is not to be su pposed for one m om ent tha t 
representativ es of German concerns are coming 
to the United States to bu y fru its and other 
food stu ffs which cou ld be prod u ced practically 
in Germany . They are coming for the things 
they cannot prod u ce at home—not for near beer 
and pretzels. 
No nationalist and protectionist ex pects to bu y 
American prod u ced good s only . He is intelligent 
enou gh to realize that a great m any things we 
u se cannot be prod u ced in the United States and 
m u st be bou ght abroad . He has no objection to 
foreign trad e of this k ind . W hat he d oes object 
to is the pu rchasing of foreign commod ities 
which can and are prod u ced on American farm s 
and in American factories. Ev ery d ollar which 
we spend for a competitiv e foreign article m eans 
a d ollar less for the American prod u cer. W hat 
is the u se of send ing a d ollar to Eu rope in the 
hope that the m an who gets it may send it back 
and spend it here, when by bu y ing an American 
piece of good s we can be su re tha t the d ollar is 
spent here and goes to the u pbu ild ing of Ameri­ 
can agricu ltu re or -American bu siness? 
Su re, let u s bu y abroad . Bu t let u s only bu y 
those things which we can't prod u ce at home. 
Most of non-com petitiv e articles which we im ­ 
port are lu x u ries. We can bu y more of them 
from ou r foreign friend s if ou r own people are 
prod u cing and selling in the great American

You m ight be interested to k now, therefore, 
tha t the city of Cartagena, in Colombia, recently 
celebrated its 400th birthd ay . 
It was born in 1533, when there were still liv ing 
men who had sailed w ith Colu mbu s, when Cor­ 
tez’s d aring raid on the empire of the Aztecs was 
still being talk ed abou t. Pizarro’s raid on the 
Inca empire was still in progress. A new world 
was being opened , an age of gold was d awning, 
El Dorad o was a reality which m ight lie ju st be­ 
y ond the town. 
So Sartagena was bou nd to be a city whose air 
wou ld be hazy with romance, a city arou nd 
which legend s and d ream s wou ld clu ster. 
It became the chief port of the Spanish con­ 
q u istad ors. Twice a y ear it sent a great fleet of 
blu nt-nosed , top-heav y galleons off to Spain, 
with breath-tak ing q u antities of gold stowed be­ 
low d eck s, painted sails belly ing ou t from the 
creak ing y ard s, perfu m ed and hard -m ou thed 
grand ees at ease in the d raped cabins on the 
high poops. 
Pirates k new Cartagena, and sold iers, and 
gold -hu nters, and ex plorers — all the lu stiest 
spirits of one of e a rth’s lu stiest period s. Francis 
Drak e sack ed the place, held it for a time against 
long od d s, sailed away with v ast riches. The 
French followed him, later on, and d id lik ewise; 
lesses sea-rov ers thu nd ered against the sea walls 
of the port, some of them were cau ght and 
hanged in chains, some of them land ed in the 
prison cells of the great fortress and d ied slowly , 
in the d ark . 
The fortress had walls 40 feet high and 50 feet 
thick . Six hu nd red thou sand slav es are said to 
hav e been u sed to bu ild it; thou sand s of them 
d ied before the job was d one, and som ething lik e 
$30,000.000 wras spent on it. 
And it is tha t C artagena which has ju st 
reached its 400th anniv ersary . Can any m an 
with a feeling for romance be ind ifferent to the 
occasion?

Fresh doubt over the complete 
make up of the cabinet was cast 
by Mr. Roosevelt himself when 
he publicly told the Democratic 
leaders here last nig ht, “I re­ 
g ard the cabinet as peculiarly 
my own official family to be 
named only by me.” 
Sitting before a birthday cake 
he had just carved, the Presi­ 
dent-elect made this statem ent 
to newspapermen and called a t­ 
tention to his political advisers 
standing in the circle about the 
table here in the Meriwether 
inn. I t was in re.spense to an 
inquiry whether he had talked

leaders assembled here. He said, 
‘ No.” 
Nevertheless, James A. Farley , 
national 
chairman, 
Louis 
M. 
Howe, political secretary , and 
Frank Walker, national tieasur- 
er. who are meeting about the 
Roosevelt table these day s, are 
talking over some of the thou­ 
sands of federal appointments to 
be made. 
To be g uided more 
suiely , they would like to know 
who the President-elect has in 
mind for the choice cabinet of­ 
fices. 
It is the consensus th a t three 
and possibly four places are uei- 
initely settled: Senator Glass of 
Virg inia, for secretary of the 
treasury ; Senator Walsh of Mon­ 
tana, for attorney g eneral; and 
James A. Farley ci New York, 
for postmaster g eneral. 
Some of the g roup add “it is 
all fix ed” for Miss Frances Per­ 
kins, New York state commis­ 
sioner of labor, to have the la­ 
bor departm ent post.
